London, June 16.—The great drive of 
the Russian armies against the Aus- 
trians apparently is continuing with 
undiminished successes. From the Pri- 
pet marshes southward to Czernow itz 
General Brusiloff’s forces are throwing 
back counter attacks and are gd 
ing steadily, according to official Petro- 
grad statements. In thirteen days the 
Russians have taken almost 170,000 


prisoners aud 
ty. 

F eidins southeast of Lutsk, betwe 
Kozin and Tarnovka and northwest of 
Ruczacz, have brought further victories 
to the Slav arms. In an action on the 
Bluichevka river, southeast of Lutsk, 
more than 5,000 men were captured 
after the attacking Russians had forced 
the river. The fighting continues north- 
west of Buczacz, where ‘the, Germans 
are co-operating with the Austro-Hun- 
garians, but the Russians report the 
capture here thus far of 6,000 men.

Efforts to quash the recent indict- 
ments issued by the DeKalb county 
grand jury were begun Friday when 
Judge John S. Candler, representing 
Commissioner R. J. Freeman, dis- 
covered, it is stated, that one grand 
juror serving at the time the ifdict- 
ments charging improper. activities 
during the recent primaries were is- 
sued, had also served on the March 
grand jury. 

It is alleged by Mr. Freeman that all 
acts of a grand jury under such con- 
ditions are illegal and that indict- 
ments issued can be quashed. 

The man who served both terms. it 
is stated by DeKalb officials, is E. V. 
Austin. ) 

Will Nallify Indictments. 

If the contentions of Mr. Freeman 
and Judge Candler are correct the fif- 
teen indictments against DeKalb coun- 
ty men charged with various activities 
in the April and May primaries, will 
be. set aside. 

When seen about the contemplated 
Plan, Mr. Freeman at first refused to 
talk. Later he acknowledged _ that 
such a plan was on foot and that he 
had been advised that the action of 
the grand jury could be set aside on 
that point alone. 

“Mr. Austin was on both juries,”

CARRANZA THREAT 
CAUSES NO CHANGE 


In Administration’s Plan to 
Continue the Campaign 
Against Bandits in Mexico. 
No Fears for Pershing’s 
Force. 


Washington, June 16.—General Tre- 
vino’s reported threat to begin hos- 
tilities if the American troops in Mex- 
ico move from their present positions 
in any direction except toward the bor- 
der brought forth no indication tonight 
that the administration’s determina- 
tion to continue the campaign against 
bandits south of the international line 
would in any way be altered. 

General Pershing’s orders authorize 
him to move in any direction he finds 
necessary to his purposes. In the ab- 
sence of Secretary Baker, who is in 
St. Louis, no official would predict 
whetber these orders would be changed, 
but the general impression prevailed 
that they would not be. 

Immediate Clash Not Likely. 

There is no fear of an immediate 
Clash, however, for officials believe 
General Pershing would avoid taking 
any steps that might lead to serious 
consequences until he had communi- 
cated with Washington. Late tonight 
the war department had no word from 
him or from any other source to con- 
firm the report of General Trevino’s 
action. 

Recent troop movements in Chihua- 
hua have led officials here to fear that 
the de facto commanders were pre- 
paring for some hostile move. The 
Mexican forces now are distributed in 
detachments of considerable strength 
on two lines, converging from points 
near the border east and west of Gen- 
eral Pershing’s line and meeting at a 
point south of his field base at Nami- 
quipa. The effect has been to enclose 
the American troops in a gigantic V. 

This disposition of Carranza’s forces 
has been one of the bases of suspicion 
here as to his friendly intentions. While 
the Mexicans are so posted, officials 
declare, they cannot be in good faith 
conducting a campaign against bandits. 
but they can keep close watch upon 
the movement of General Pershing’s 
men. The- breaking up of these forces 
into small parties to scour the coun- 
try for outlaws is one of the condi- 
tions which would-be demanded by the 
United States before the American ex- 
pedition would be recalled.

NOTE 10 CARRANZA 


Nothing in Note to Arouse 
Hostility Unless “First 
Chief” Is Resolved to Bring 
on Clash With the United 
States. 


Washington, June 16.—President Wil- 
son today virtually completed his re- 
ply to the Carranza note while its sub- 
stance was being written into the dem- 
ocratic platform at St. Louis. The re- 
ply itself may not be dispatched for 
several days, but administration offi- 
cials indicated that General Carranza 
had only to read the party's Mexican 
plank to learn in advance what the 
American note would say. 

The plank, framed in a large meas- 
ure by the president himself, is taken 
as confirmation that renewed border 
raids and the anti-American demon- 
strations in Mexico have not altered 
Mr. Wilson’s determination that inter- 
vention will come only if it is forced. 
The platform declaration that interven- 
tion is revolting to American minds is 
known to be the president's fixed view, 
but the plain intimation that it would 
not be shirked as a last resort may, 
officials think, serve as a warning to 
the Mexican government. 

No Statement to Arouse Hostility. 

The note, the body of which was put 
into final form at a conference today 
between President Wilson and Secre- 
tary Lansing, will not be sent, it is 
understood, until details of the San Ig- 
nacio raid are available. It contains

Excitement Has Subsided. 

A message tuday from Monterey, 
where the first anti-American demon- 
stration occurred, said nermal condi- 
tions prevailed and the excitement had 
wholly subsided.

BANDITS EVADE 
AMERICAN TROOPS. 


San Antonio, Texas, June 16.—For 
two hours today Major Alonzo Gray 
scoured a strip of country on the Mex- 
ican side of the Rio Grande for traces 
of the bandits who yesterday raided 
his camp at San Ygnacio. 

He crossed at Ramierno, six miles 
below San Ygnacio, with a part of the 
two troops of the 14th cavalry that 
fought off Luis de La Rosa’s men on 
Thursday. Most of the tbandits are 
known to have crossed into Mexico 
and Major Gray had received informa- 
tion that some of them were concen- 
trating for a second attack. The cavr- 
alrymen deploved in the brush along 
the river and moved back towards San 
Yenacio, recrossing into Texas at Mar- 
tinero. No trace of the outlaws was 
found. 

Three Mexicans alleged to have par- 
ticipated in the raid were captured on 
the American side of the river during 
the day, and the body of one of those 
killed in the fight was recovered, bring- 
ing the total Mexican loss in dead to 
nine.

“The American note embodies various 
different legal arguments and in fact 
it takes all the allied governments 
some time to examine them and con- 
sult together. The answer does not in 
the least affect the energy with which 
the British government are attempting 
to meet the practical needs of the sit- 
uation in a businesslike spirit by per- 
fecting their organization and thus 
preventing hardships to neutrals re- 
sulting from the application of prin- 
ciples.” 


STRIKE STOPS TRAFFIC 
ON THE GULF RAILROAD 


Gulfport, Miss., June 16.—iAll freight 
and passenger traffic on the Gulf and 
Ship Island railroad was suspended to- 
day by a strike of all union engineers, 
conductors, trainmen and yardinen of 
the railroad. The men demanded in- 
creased wages, shorter hours and im- 
proved working conditions. Company 
officials refused the demands. 

The only acts of violence 60 far re- 
ported occurred late today when Gen- 
eral Superintendent Fahay was struck 
but not seriously injured ‘by a strike 
sympathizer, and a non-union negro 
ffreman was dragged from an engine 
and ordered to leave the vards. 

Company officials said they expected 
to have non-union men to take the 
places of strikers and resume opcra- 
tlons tomorrow.

London, June 16.—The chief gain an- 
nounced by the Russians during the 
past 24 hours was on the Austrian cen- 
ter, which up to now had held com- 
paratively firm. The Russians chim 
to be breaking this resistance. The 
main contest has. been on the front 
just north of Buczacz on the Stripa 
river. Here the Russians are declar- 
ed to have overthrown the Austrian 
army and taken 6,000 prisoners. 

The rapid movement on the wings 
and the cavalry dash in Volhynia to the 
Kovel junction seems to have slack- 
ened somewhat. The morning news- 
papers today print only brief specials 
from Petrograd and some of these 
give evidence of considerable delays in 
telegraphic transmission. A possible 
explanation of these delays is given in 
a dispatch from The Daily Telegraph's 
Petrograd correspondent, who says: “It 
is likely that the course of events will 
become a little obscured during the 
next féw days, for much depends on 
the secrecy of the execution of the 
maneuvers for which the Russians have 
now got free play.” 

A semi-official commentary publish- 
ed in Petrograd yesterday says: 

“The absence from the official com- 
munications of the names of places oc- 
cupied or the directions taken by Gen- 
eral Brussiloff’s army do not mean any 
retardation in his advanee. On the con- 
trary his progress continues without 
intermission. The broad corridor form- 
ed by our break through in the direc- 
tion of Lutsk continues to widen and 
is assuming an enveloping character 
in relation to the enemy’s flank. The 
advance, however, cannot go on indefi- 
nitely at the present speed, for the ele- 
ment of unexpectedness to which was 
due much of its early success cannot 
be maintained for the period of a fort- 
night. Stops must be made for remov- 
ing the wounded and prisoners, for 
bringing up fresh supplies and for oth- 
er work necessary in the freshly elon- 
gated lines of communication. 

“Moreover the immediate aim of the 
Russian aggression is not to recapture 
certain towns or areas, but has in view 
the destruction of the vital organs of 
the enemy’s military power which are 
his armies. Our success in this respect 
could not have a more eloquent expres- 
sion than thexgrowing list of prison- 
ers.”

At day- 
break, after three hours of severe hand- 
to-hand fighting, the enemy columns 
fled precipitately under the fire of our 
artillery. 

“On the Posina-Astico front the en- 
emy. after a night attack in the Cam- 
Piglia area, confined himself to a heavy 
bombardment, which was answered by 
our batteries. 

“On the Asiago plateau the enemy 
in a mass, estimated at eighteen bat- 
talions, attacked our line between 
Monte Pari and Monte Lemerle after 
the usual artillery preparation. These 
attacks were decisive in character in 
the center and demonstrative on the 
flanks. An artillery curtain of fire pre- 
ceded and protected the fierce attacks 
of the enemy infantry, which invaria- 
bly broke down before our lHnes, where 
the enemy left piles of corpses.

JEWS TO CONSIDER 
FORMING A CONGRESS 


Néw York, June 16.—Arrangements 
were completed today for a confer- 
ence of national Jewish organizations 
in New York on July 16 to consider 
the organization of a Jewish congress. 
It was announced that approximately 
146 delegates, representing forty-six 
organizations are expected to attend. 

“The purpose of the conference,” a 
statement issued tonight said, “is to 
consider measures, including the dis- 
cussion of propositions that may be 
presented relative to the organization 
of a Jewish congress, to secure full 
rights for the Jews of all lands and 
the abrogation of laws discriminating 
against them; it being understood that 
the phrase ‘full rights’ is to tbe deemed 
to include civil, religious and political 
rights, and, in addition thereto, wher- 
ever the various peoples of any land 
are recognized as having separate 
group rights, the conferring upon the 
Jews thereof of such righfs, if de- 
sired by them.” 

The conference was called by the 
American Jewish committee, central 
conference of American Rabbis, Coun- 
cil of Jewish Women, Independent Or- 
der of Free Sons of Israel, Order B’Rith 
Abraham, National Yorkmen’s Commit- 
tee on Jewish Rights, Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations and the 
United Synagogues of America.

SENATOR BURLEIGH 
STRICKEN BY DEATH 


Maine Senator Ill Only Few 
Hours—<Acute Indiges- 
tion the Cause. 


Augusta, Maine. June 16.—United 
States Senator Edwin C. Burleigh died 
tonight at.his residence here. 

Senator Burleigh’s death was due to 
acute indigestion. He was ill only a 
few hours. His wife died a month ago 
in Washington. 

Mr. Burleigh was governor of this 
state four years from 1889 to 1898. In 
1897 he was elected to congress to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of Con- 
gressman Seth L. Milliken, and served 
until the democratic landslide of 1910. 
He was elected to the senate for a six- 
year term by the legislature of 1913.

Under the destructive La Follette 
seaman’s act, sailors can quit a vessel 
at the last minute ‘before it leaves the 
dock.

SPECIAL TAXES ARE DUE. 


Collector Blalock Sends Out 
Official Notifications. 


United States Collector of Internal 
Revenue A. O. Blalock yesterday mailed 
to all tobacco dealers and manufac- 
turers, pawnbrokers, commercial brok- 
ers, custom house brokers, proprietors 
of theaters, bowling alleys, billiard and 
pool halls and commission merchants in 
this district letters notifying them to 
have in his hands by July 1 their tax 
returns under the emergency tax act. 
These returns are to be for the six 
months’ period from July 1 to Decem- 
ber 31, 1916. 

Each man or firm coming under the 
purview of the emergency tax law is 
cautioned against delay in this matter, 
and is reminded that ‘‘failure to file it 
(his tax return) within the month of 
July will cause an additional tax of 50 
per cent to accrue.” 

Forms will be mailed to all of the 
bankers of the district July 1 for mak- 
ing their special tax returns on whit 
is known ag the bankers’ tax, under 
the emergency act, which ts a tax on 
each bank’s capital stock, surplus and 
undivided profits. This, too, will be 
for the period between July 1 and De- 


cember 31 of the current year. 


FEDERAL GRAND JURY 
MEETS AT VALDOSTA 


Valdosta, Ga., June 16.—(Special.)— 
The grand jury of the district federal 
court in session here this week is un- 
derstood to have returned an indict- 
ment for embezzlement against E. A. 
Tapp, the absconding cashier of the 
First National bank of Ocilla, Ga., who 
disappeared last fall leaving a ghort- 
age in his accounts. Tapp was a 
prominent man in his community and 
his disappearance created unusual ex- 
citement in that section. The exact 
amount of his shortage has never been 
made public, but is thought to have 
been etween $25,000 and $30,000, 
which was lost in cotton speculation. 
Tapp made over most of his property 
to the bank, matérially reducing the 
loss to the institution. He then left 
the county and his whereabouts are 
yet unknown. 

The grand jury is also reported to 
have returned a true bill against Jeff 
and Arden Keel, the two Brooks coun- 
ty men who were given a preliminary 
hearing recently on a charge of hin- 
dering and resisting a federal officer 
in dipping cattle. 

The court appointed the Southern 
Bank and Trust company, of Valdosta, 
a depositary for bankruptcy funds for 
this division.

DEPUTY MARSHAL

Charged with the murder of Oscar

Two of the men, one of 
them Oscar Henderson, attacked him, 
it is charged, with knives—one gelash- 
ing his coat from the collar band to 
the waist. The officer, to save his 
own life, he and an unarmed com- 
anion who was with him, say, shot 
oth men.

If there could be one thing which, more 
than anotker, emphasized the completeness | 
of the harmony program at St. Louis, it was 
the unanimous acclamation, nomination of 
President Wilson and Vice President Mar- 
shall, as candidates to succeed themselves, 
in advance of the adoption of the party plat- 
form. 

It is customary in political conventions 
to prepare the platform, adopt it, and then 
name the candidate to stand upon it.

The merest suggestion of any other run- 
ning mate than Vice President Marshall dis- 
appeared like chaff before the wind at the 
president's simple request for his nomina- 
tion. Recaicitrants, what few there were, 
promptly folded their tents in the face of a 
majority that was the very next thing to 
unanimity.

attempted attack upon a young white wom- 


an was answered by the maximum penalty. 

This case was one whose outrageous fea- 
tures in some other communities, perhaps, 
would have excited and brought into play 
the mob spirit. In fact, the mob has come 
into’ action under circumstances far less 
provoking than were these. 

This case was tried promptly. The in- 
tended victim was subjected to no undue 
ordeal. Neither her name nor that of her 
family was made public. Expeditious pro- 
cedure and positive proof brought convic- 
tion and sentence within a comparatively 
short time after the commission of the 
offense. ) 

The law was satisfied, the aggrieved par- 
ties were accorded full justice and the com- 
munity was saved from a deplorable event 
that would have reflected not alone upon 
the county, but would have added to the 
long and unsavory mob record of the state. 
The court very properly complimented the 
family and friends upon their forbearance 
and law-abiding spirit in thus permitting the 
law to take its course without resort to mob 
violence. 

Here is an actual demonstration, under 
the most provoking circumstances, of the 
possibility of law enforcement in any com- 
munity in the state. What can be done in 
DeKalb can be done in any other county in 
Georgia. Where public sentiment, deter- 
mined and energetic authorities and prompt 
and efficient courts co-operate in holding to 
the superiority of the law as the commu- 
nity’s chief safeguard, the law can and will 

Georgia has plenty of law now for the 
suppression of the mob. It is a question 
both of the exercise of it and the presence 
of a sufficiently forceful public sentiment in 
upholding it. Unfortunately, conditions are 
not, or have not been, in all Georgia counties 
thority have not always sufficiently co- 
operated for the checking of the mob. 

If further statutes are needed to check 
lynching it is rather for this reason than 
the fact that present laws are insufficient. 
DeKalb courts have proven that other Geor- 
gia courts can be, prompt, expeditious and 
efficient, if they only will. 

A little more official stamina and deter- 
mination in breaking up the mob would 
certainly greatly modify Georgia’s deplor- 
able record. But if further enactment is 
needed either to strengthen- court procedure 


or bolster official effort, by all means we 
' should have it as soon as the legislature 


can provide it.

“Cra wl Stroke’ Will Feature 


Constitution Swimming Course 


_In this issue of The Constitution the third 
and last coupon for the course of free swim- 
ming instruction, which this newspaper will 
give through an arrangement with the At- 
lanta Young Men's Christian association, is 
printed. The only requirements, as has been 
Stated in previous issues, are that three cou- 
pons, clipped from three different issues of 
The Constitution, must be presented by an 
Atlanta man, or boy over 12 years of age, 
who cannot swim, at the office of the Y. M. 
C. A. not later than June 28. In return for 
the three céupons the applicant will be given 
a ticket entitling him to the course of three 
lessons, in which it is guaranteed he will 
be taught how to swim. 

Physical Director A. K. Franklin, of the 
Y. M. C. A., having general supervision over 
the lessons, urges upon prospective pupils 
the advantage which it will be to them- 
Selves to hand in their coupons as early as 
possible, and thus have the unhampered 
choice of periods for receiving instruction. 
This because only a certain number can be 
accommodated at any one period, and after 
the maximum number for one period shall 
have been reached, subsequent applicants 
will; of necessity, be assigned to another 
period, and, perhaps, to one not meeting their 
convenience. : 

Beginning of Course. 


When the first lesson Is begun the initial 
training of the pupil will be entirely out of 
the water, because there is much to learn 
about swimming before the novice needs even 
get his feet wet. The “crawl stroke” will 
be featured, because authorities are agreed 
that for all-round purposes, and to meet the 
needs of the average man or woman, that is 
the most easily learned and in all ways most 
desirable method of swimming. 

After thoroughly mastering the “land” 
drill preliminary to the craw] stroke, the 
pupil is ready to enter the water. 

Water-wings are then placed well down 
below the lower’ ribs so as to keep the feet 
well up; the upper part of the body is ren- 


\ himself in the water. 


After 
the novice becomes accustomed to lying flat 
on the water by the aid of the wings he will 
begin to execute the movements described 
in the “land” drill, letting the arms swing 
well forward and back. The pupil is never 
asked to place his’ head down in the water 
until well advanced on the correct style.

arbitration, for the purpose of set- 
tling claims for damages from fumes 
of the plant of the Tennessee Copper 
company, that he received no salary 
from the copper.company, W. H. Ship- 
pen, of Ellijay, Ga., yesterday issued a 
statement quoting a purported receipt 
signed by Mr. Brown for salary and 
expenses from the copper company, as 
inspector. Mr. Shippen also quotes two 
letters bearing upon the same subject. 
He declares that he will not engage in 
a controversy with Mr. Brown on per- 
sonal matters, and that charges made 
by Mr. Brown against him personally 
are “absolutely and unqualifiedly 


false.”’ 
His statement is as follows: 


“The public is not interested in any per- 
sonal controversy between J. Brown and 
myself, and I positively will not allow that 
individual to obscure and becloud the real 
issue in this important matter in any such 
an underhanded manner. I will only re- 
iterate that every foul charge he had made 
against me personally is absolutely and un- 

ualifiediy false and malicious and manu- 
actured out of whole cloth in an effort to 
becloud the real issue. What the people 
are really interested in is Brown’s record 
as a public officer, disclosed by the files in 
the governor's office, and it is to this alone 
that I shall confine myself in reviewing. 

‘In a recent letter to the governor, ‘re- 
leased for publication with Governor Harris’ 
full knowledge and consent,’ which, by the 
way, the governor saw fit to correct in a 

ersonal card next day to the press giving 
his version of this publication, Mr. Brown 
gays, among other things: 

“The statement that I am drawing a 
galary from the Copper company is utterly 
and absolutely false.’

Judge Newman last Thursday sen- 
tenced Strickland, who is an old ne- 
gro moonshiner, giving him the mini- 
mum sentence of a year and a day. 

“Jim is a harmless old negro,” said 
Judge Newman Friday afternoon, “and, 
although he had been before me time 
and time again for the same offense— 
moonshining—I hated to send him to 
the penitentiary for that long. The 
only trouble Jim ever gets into is 
through the fact that he is an expert 
at making whisky, and because of that 
fact others gets him to teach them the 
art, and it seems he nearly always gets 
caught. Of course, I’ve had to sentence 
him each time, although really he is 
not a criminal at heart. 

“I called up the warden of the peni- 
tentiary and asked him if he couldn't 
take Jim for less than a year. The 
warden said he had written to the at- 
torney general some time ago, asking 


for instructions as to whether or not, 


he could. release convicts under a 
year’s service, but had received no an- 
swer. Therefore, he thought it would 
be all right. So I cut Jim’s sentence 
down to seven months. 

“It's a whole lot better place for an 
offender than the county jail, and at 
the same time the punishment is 
greater.” 

Following the judge’s decision in 
Strickland’s case, he sentenced Gaines 
Gonzales, convicted on a “white slave” 
charge, to six months in the peniten- 
tiary. 

When Jim Strickland was brought 
before Judge Newman in chambers Fri- 
day and informed that his sentence had 
been curtailed, he could not find words 
to express his gratitude and happiness.

Platform Also Declares for 
Upbuilding of Merchant 
Marine, for Good Roads, 
Conservation and Improved 
Conditions for the Farmer. 


St. Louis, June 16.—The resolutions 
committee of the democratic conven- 
tion, after almost twenty-four hours 
of deliberation, finished its draft of a 
platform at 8 o'clock today and au- 
thorized Chairman Stone to present it 
to the convention. 

The plank on Americanism condemned 
the activities of all persons, groops and 
organizations in the United States that 
conspire to advance the interests of a 
foreign power. 

Through preparedness on land and 
sea’ against unexpected invasion and 
the joining of the United States with 
other nations to “assist the world in 
securing settled peace and justice” 
were also urged. 

On the Mexican question, the plat- 
form asserted that American troops 
should remain in Mexico until the res- 
toration of law and order there, and 
asserts thatntervention is “revolting” 
to the people of the United States. 

Other planks declared for the prici- 
ple of woman suffrage, 
adopting or rejection to the individual 
states; for a merchant marine; good 
roads, conservation and improved con- 


ditions for the farmer. 

The text of the platform: 

The democratic party, in national 
convention assembled, adopts the fol- 
lowing declaration, to tne end that the 
people of the United States may both 
realize the achievements wrougnt by 
tour years ot democratic administration 
and be apprised of the policies to whicn 
the party is committed lor further con- 
auct of nation affairs: 


RECORD OF ACHIEVEMENTS. 


We indorse the administration of 
Woodrow Wiison. It speaks for itselr. 
It is the best exposition of sound demo- 
cratic policy at home and abroad. 

We challenge comparison of our rec- 
ord, Our keeping o1 pledges and our 
constructive legisiation with those 
of any party of any time. 

We found our country hampered by 
special privileges, a vicious tariff, ob- 
soiete banking laws and an inelastic 
currency. Our foreign aftftairs were 
dcminated by commercial intgrests for 
their selfish ends. The republi¢tan party, 
despite repeated pledges, was impotent 
to correct abuses which it had orfered. 
Under our administration, under a lead- 
ership which has never faltered, these 
abuses have been corrected, and our peo- 
ple have been freed therefrom. 

Our archaic banking and currency 
System, prolific of panic and disaster 
under republican administration—long 
the refuge of the money  trust—has 
been supplanted by the federal reserve 
act, a true democracy of credit under 
government control, already proved a 
financial bulwark in a world crisis, 
mobilizing our resources, placing abun- 
dant credit at the disposal or legit- 
imate industry, and making a curren- 
cy panic impossible. 

We have created a federal trade 
commission to accommodate the per- 
plexing questions arising under the 
anti-trust laws, so that monopoly may 
be strangled at its birth and legiti- 
mate industry encouraged. Fair com- 
petition in business is now assured. 

We have effected an adjustment of 
the tariff, adequate for reveune un- 
der peace conditions, and fair to the 
consumer and to the producer. We 
have adjusted the burdens of taxation 
so that swollen incomes bear their 
equitable share. Our revenues have 
been sufficient in times of world stress 
and will largely exceed the expendi- 
tures for the current fiscal year. 

We have lifted human labor from 
the category of commodities and have 
secured to the working man the right 
of voluntary association for his pro- 
tection and welfare. We have pro- 
tected the rights of the laborer against 
the unwarranted issuance of writs of 
injunction, and have guaranteed to him 
the right of trial by jury in cases of 
aHeged contempt committed outside of 
the presence of the court. 

We have advanced the parcel post 
to genuine efficiency, enlarged the 
postal savings system, added _ 10,000 
rural delivery routes and extensions, 
thus reaching two and one-half mil- 
lions additional people; improved the 
postal service in every branch, and 
for the first time in our history placed 
the postoffice system on a self-support- 
ing basis with actual surplus in 1913, 
1914 and 1916. 

ECONOMIC FREEDOM. 


The reforms which were most ob- 
viously needed to clear away special 
privilege, prevent unfair discrimination 
and release the energies of men of all 
ranks and advantages have been ef- 
fected by recent legislation. We must 
now remove, so far as possible, every 
remaining element of unrest and uncer- 
tainty from the path of the business 
men of America, and secure for them 
a continued period of quiet, assured 
and confident prosperity. 

TARIFF. 


We reaffirm our belief in the doc- 
trine ‘of a tariff for the purpose of 
providing sufficient revenue for the 
operation of the government econom- 
ically abroad, and unreservedly indorse 
the Underwood tariff laws as truly 
exemplifying that doctrine. We rec- 
ognize that tariff rates are necessarily 
subject to change to meet changing 
conditions in the world’s production 
and trade. The events of the last two 
years have brought about many mo- 
mentous changes. In some respects 
their effects are yet conjectural and 
wait to be disclosed, particularly in 
regard to eur foreign trade. Two yeare 
of ‘war which has directly involved 
most of the chief industrial nations of 
the world and which has indirectly af- 
fected the life and industry of all na- 
tions is bringing about economic 
changes more varied and far-reaching 
than the world has ever beforé expe- 
rienced. Im -order to ascertain just 
what these changes may be the demo- 
cratic congress is providing for a non- 
artisan tariff commission to make an 
mpartial and thorough study of every 
economic fact that may throw light 
either upon our past or upon our fu- 
ture fiscal policy with regard to the 
imposition of taxes on imports or with 
regard to the changed and changing 
conditions under which our trade I 
carried on. We cordially indorse this 
timely proposal and declare ourselves 
in sympathy with the principle and 
purpose of shaping legislation within 
that field in atcordance with clearly 
established facts rather than in accord- 
ance with the demands of selfish inter- 
ests or upon information provided 
largely, if not. exclusively, by them. 


AMERICANISM. 
The part that the United States will 
play in the new day of international

relationships which is now upon us 
will depend upon our preparation and 
our character. The democratic party, 
therefore, recognizes the assertion and 
triumphant demonstration of the indi- 
visibility and coherent strength of the 
mation as the supreme issue of this 
day in which the whole world faces ihe 
crisis of manifold change. It sum- 
mons all men of whatever origin or 
creed, who would count themselves 
Americans, to join in making clear to 
all the world the unity and consequent 
power of America. 

This is an issue of patriotism. To 
taint it with partisanship would be to 
defile it. In this day of test, America 
must show itself, not a nation of parti- 
sans, but a nation or patriots. There 
is gathered here in America the best 
of the blood, the industry and the ge- 
nius of the whole world, the elements 
of a great race’and a magnificent so- 
ciety to be melted into a mighty and 
splendid nation. 

Whoever, actuated by the purpose to 
promote the interest of a foreign pow- 
er, in disregard to our own country’s 
welfare or to injure this government 
in its foreign relations or cripple or 
destroy its industries at home, and 
whoever, by arousing prejudices of a 
racial, religious or other nature, cre- 
ates discord and strife among our peo- 
ple so as to obstruct the whole process 
of unification, is faithless to the trust 
which the privileges of our citizenship 
a in him and disloyal to his coun- 
ry. | 

We therefore condemn as subversive 
of this nation’s unity and integrity and 
as destructive of its welfare t activi- 
ties and designs of every gro or or- 
ganization, political or otherwise, that 
has for its object the advancement of 
the interest of a foreign power, wheth- 
er such object is promoted by intimi- 
dating the government, a_ political 
party or representatives of the people, 
or which is calculated and tends to di- 
vide our people into antagonistic groups 
and thus destroy that complete agree- 
ment and solidarity of the people and 
that unity of sentiment and national 
purpose so essential to the perpetuity 
of the nation and its free institutions. 

We condemn all alliances and combi- 
nations of individuals in this country, 
of whatever nationality or descent, 
who agree and conspire together for 
the purpose of embarrassing or weak- 
ening’ our government or of improperly 
influencing or coercing our public rep- 
resentatives in dealing or negotiating 
with any foreign power. 

We charge that such conspiracies 
cegenng 3 a limited number exists and 
have been instigated for the purpose of 
advancing the interests of foreign coun- 
tries to the prejudice and detriment of 
our country. We condemn any politi- 
cal party which, in view of the activi- 
ty of such conspirators, surrenders its 
integrity or modifies its policy. 


PREPAREDNESS. 


Along with the proof of our character 
as a nation must go the proof of our 
power to play the part that legitimate- 
ly belongs to us. The people of the 
United States love peace. They respect 
the rights and covet the friendship of 
all other nations. They desire neither 
any additional territory nor any advan- 
tage which cannot be peacefully gain- 
ed by their skill, their industry, or their 
enterprises; but they insist upon hav- 
ing absolute freedom of national life 
and policy, and feel that they owe it 
to themselves and to the role of spirit- 


j}ed independence which it is their sole 


ambition to play, that they should ren- 
der themselves secure against the haz- 
ard of interference from any quarter, 
and should be able to protect their 
rights upon the seas or in any part of 
the world. 

We, therefore, favor the maintenance 
of an army fully adequate to the re- 
quirements of order, of safety and of 


ithe protection of the nation’s rights, 


the fullest development of modern 
methods of seacoast defense and the 
maintenance of an adequate reserve of 
citizens trained to arms and prepared 
to safeguard the people and territory 
of the United States against any dan- 
ger of hostile action which may unex- 
pectedly arise, and a fixed policy for 
the continuous development of a navy 
worthy to support the great naval tra- 
ditions of this nation and fully equal 
to the international tasks which the 
United States hopes and expects to take 
part in performing. The plans and en- 
actments of the present congress af- 
ford substantial proof of our purpose 
in this exigent matter. 


INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS. 


The democratic administration has 
throughout the present war scrupu- 
lously and successfully held to the old 
paths of neutrality and to the peace- 
ful pursuit of the legitimate objects of 
our national life which statesmen of 
all parties and creeds have prescribed 
for themselves in America since the 
beginning of our history. But the cir- 
cumstances of the last two years have 
revealed necessities of international ac- 
tion which no former generation can 
have foreseen. We hold that it is the 
duty of the United States to use its 

ower, not only to make itself safe at 

ome, but also to make secure its just 

interests throughout the world, and 
both for this end and in the interest of 
humanity, to assist the world in se- 
curing settled peace and justice. 

We believe that every people has the 
right to choose the sovereignty under 
which it shall live; that the small states 
of the world have a right to enjoy from 
other nations the same respect for their 
sovereignty and for their territorial in- 
tegrity that .great and powerful na- 
tions expect and insist upon; and that 
the world has a right to be free from 
every disturbance of its peace that has 
its origin in aggression or disregard 
of the rights of peoples and nations, 
and we believe that the time has come 
when it is the duty of the United States 
to join with the nations of the world 
in any feasible association that will ef- 
fectively serve those principles to main- 
tain inviolate the complete security of 
the highway of the seas for the com- 
mon and unhindered use of all the na- 
tions. 

The present administration has con- 
sistently sought to act upon and realize 
in its conduct of the foreign affairs of 
the nation the principle that should be 
the object of any association of the 
nations formed to secure the peace of 
the world and the maintenance of na- 
tional and individual rights. Yt has fol- 
lowed the highest American traditions. 
It has pretersas respect for the freedom 
of rights of smaller states. even to 
property interests, and has secured the 
friendship of the people of these states 
or the nited States by refusing to 

ake a mere material interest an ex- 
cuse for the assertion or our superior 
power against the dignity of their sov- 
ereign independence. 

It has regarded the lives of its citi- 
zens and the claims of humanity as of 
greater moment than material rights, 
and peace as the best basis for the just 
settlement of commercial claims. It 
has made the honor and ideals of the 
United States its stanuard, alike in ne- 
gotiation and action. 


PAN-AMERICAN CONCORD. 


We recognize now, as we have al- 
ways recognized, a definite and com- 
mon interest between the United States 
and the other peoples and republics of 
the western hemisphere of all matters 
of national independence and free po- 
litical development. We favor the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of the 
closest of amity and mutual helpful- 
ness between the United States and the 
other republics of the American conti- 
nents for the support of peace and the 
promotion of a common prosperity. To 
that end we favor all measures which 
may be necessary to facilitate intimate 
intercourse and promote commerce be- 
tween the United States and her neigh- 
bors to the south of us, and such inter- 
national understandings as may be 
practicable and suitable to accomplish 
these ends. We recommend the action 
of the democratic administration in 
holding the Pan-American financial 
conference at Washington in May, 1915 
and organizing the international high 
commission which represented the Unit- 
ed States in the recent meeting of rep- 
resentatives of the Latin-American re- 
publics at Buenos Aires in April, 1916 
which have so greatly promoted the 
friendly relations between peoples of 
the western hemisphere. 


MEXICO. 


The Monroe doctrine is reasserted 
as a product of democratic faith. That 
doctrine guarantees independent re- 


publics of the two Americas against 
aggression from another continént, 


It implies, as well, the more scrupulous 
regard upon our part for the sovereign- 
ty of each’ of them. We court their 
g00d will. We seek not to despoil 
them. The want of a stable, responsi- 
ble government in Mexico, capable of 
representing and punishing maraun- 
ders and bandits, who have not only 
taken the lives and seized and destroy- 
ed the property of American citizens 
in that country, but have insolently in- 
vaded our soil and made war upon and 
murdered our people thereon, has ren- 


| dered it necessary temporarily to occu- 


Py, by our armed forces, a portion of 
the territory of that friendly state. 
Until, by the restoration of law and 
order therein, a repetition of such in- 
cursions is improbable, the necessity 
for their remaining will continue; they 
must remain, Intervention, implying 
as, it does military subjugation, is re- 
volting to the people of the United 
States, notwithstanding that the provo- 
cation to that course has been great, 
and should be resorted to, if at all, 
only as a last resort. The stubborn re- 
Sistance of the president and his ad- 
visers to every demand and sugges- 
tion to enter upon it is creditable alike 
to them and to the people in whose 
name he speaks. 
MERCHANT MARINE. 

Immediate provision should be made 
for the development of the carrying 
trade of the United States. Our for- 
eign commerce has in the past been 
subject to many uhnecessary and vex- 
atious obstacles in the way of legisla- 
tion of republican congresses. Until 
the recent democratic tariff legisla- 
tion, it was hampered by unreasonable 
burdens of taxation. Until the recent 
banking legislation, it had at its dis- 
posal few of the necessary instrumen- 
talities of international credit and ex- 
change. Until the formulation of the 
pending act to promote the construc- 
tion of a merchant marine, it lacked 
even the prospect of adequate carriage 
by sea. 

We heartily indorse the purposes 
and policy of the pending shipping bill 
and favor all such additional measures 
of constructive or remedial legislation 
as may be necessar to restore our 
flag to the seas and to provide fur- 
ther facilities for our foreign com- 
merce, particularly such laws as may 
be made to remove unfair conditions of 
competition in the dealings of Ameri- 
can merchants and producers’ with 
competitors in foreign markets. 


CONSERVATION. 


For the safeguarding and quickening 
of the life of our own people, we fa- 
vor the conservation and development 
of the natural resources of the coun- 
try by means of a policy which shall 
be positive rather than negative, a 
policy which shall not withhold such 
resources from development but which, 
while permitting and encouraging their 
use, shall prevent both waste and 
monopoly in their exploitation, and we 
earnestly favor the passage of acts 
which will accomplish these objects, 
and we reaffirm the declaration of the 
platform of 1912 on this subject. The 
policy of reclaiming our arid lands 
should be steadily adhered to. 


ADMINISTRATION AND FARMER. 


We favor the vigorous prosecution 
of investigations and plans to render 
agriculture more profitable and coun- 
try life more healthful, comfortable 
and attractive, and we believe that 
should be a dominant aim of the _ na- 
tion as well as of the states. With 
all its recent improvements, farming 
still lags behind other occupations in 
development as a business, and the ad- 
vantages of an advancing civilization 
have not accrued to rural communities 
of a fair proportion. Much has been 
accomplished in this field under the 
present administration—far more than 
under any previous administration. 

In the federal reserve act of the last 
congress and the rural credit act of the 

resent sessions, the machinery has 
een created which will make credit 
available to the farmer constantly and 
readily, and he has at last been put 
upon a footing of equality with the 
merchant and the manufacturer in se- 
curing the capital necessary to carry 
on his enterprises. 


Grades and standards necessary to, 


the intelligent and successful conduct 
of the business of agriculture also 
have been established, or are in the 
course of being established by law. 
The long needed cotton futures act, 
passed by the sixty-third congress, has 
now been in successful operation for 
nearly two years. A_ grain grades 
bill, long needed, and a permissive 
warehouse bill, intended to provide 
better storage facilities and to enable 
the farmer to obtain certificates upon 
which he may’ secure advances of 
money, have been passed by _ the 
house of representatives, have been 
favorably reported to the senate, and 
will probably become law during the 
present session of the congress. 

Both houses have passed a _ good 
roads measure which will be of far- 
reaching benefit to all agricultural 
communities. 

Above all, the most extraordinary 
and significant progress has been 
made, under the direction of the de- 
partment of agriculture, the extend- 
ing and perfecting practical farm 
demonstration work which is so rapid- 
ly substituting scientific for empirical 
farming. 

But it is also necessary that rural 
activities should be better directed 
through co-operation and organiza- 
tion, that unfair methods of competi- 
tion should be eliminated and the con- 
ditions requisite for the just, orderly 
and economical marketing of farm 
products created. We approve the 
democratic administration for having 
emphatically directed attention for the 
first time to the essential interests of 
agriculture involved in farm market- 
ing and finance, for creating the office 
of markets and rural organization in 
connection with the department of 
agriculture, and for extending the co- 
operative machinery necessary for.con- 
veying information to farmers by 
means of demonstrations. We favor 
continued liberal provision, not only 
for the benefit of production, but also 
for the study and solution of problems 
of farm marketing and finance and for 
the extension of existing agencies for 
improving country life. 


GOOD ROADS. 


The hapviness, comfort and prosperi- 
ty of rural life and the development 
of the city are alike conserved by the 
construction of public highways. We, 
therefore, favor national aid in the 
construction of pose roads and roads 
for military purposes. 


GOVERNMENT EMPLOYMENT. 


We hold that the life, health and 
strength of the men, women and chil- 
dren of the nation are its greatest 
asset, and that in the conservation 
of theses the federal government, 
wherever it acts as the employer of 
labor should, both on its own account 
and as an example, put into effect the 
following principle of just employ- 
ment: 

1. A living wage for all 

2. A working day not 
eight hours, with one day 
seven. 

3. The adoption of safety

4. Adequate compensation for indus- 
trial accidents. 

5. The standards of the uniform 
child labor law wherever minors are 
employed. 

6. Such provisions for decency, ¢0m- 
fort and health in the employme of 
women as should be accorded the 
mothers of the race. 

7. An equitable retirement of pro- 
viding for the retiremerst of superan- 
nuated and disabled employees of the 
civil service, to the end that a higher 
standard of efficiefcy may be main- 
tained. 

We believe also that the adoption of 
similar principles should be urged and 
applied im the legislation of the states 
with regard to the labor within their 
borders; that through every possible 
agency the life and health of the peo- 
ple of the nation should be conserved; 
that the federal government should 
develop upon a systematic scale the 
means already begun by the present 
administration to assist laborers 
throughout the union to seek and ob- 
tain employment;. and that the same 
assistance and encouragement should 
be extended by the federal govern- 
ment to systematic vocational ¢rain- 
ing as is now extended to agricultural 
training. 

We favor a thorough reconsideration 
of the means and methods by which the 
federal government handles questions 
of public health. 


LABOR, 


We declare our faith in the seamen’s 
act passed by the democratic congress, 
and we promise our earnest contin- 
uance of its enforcement. We favor 
the speedy enactment of an effective 
federal child labor law, and the regu- 
lation of the shipment of prison-made 
goods in interstate commerce. We fa- 
vor the creation of a federal bureau 
of safety in the department of labor 
to gather facts concerning industrial 
hazards, and to recommend legislation 
to prevent the maiming and killing of 
human beings. 

We favor the extension of the pow- 
ers upon a systematic scale of the 
means already begun under the pres- 
ent administration to assist laborers 
throughout the nation to seek and ob- 
tain employment and the extension by 
the federal government of the same 
assistance and encouragement as now 
given to agricultural training. 

We heartily commend our newly es- 
tablished department of labor for its 
excellent record in settling industrial 
strikes by personal advice and through 
conciliating agents. 


PUBLIC HEALTH. 


We favor a thorough reconsideration 
of the means and methods by which 
the federal government handles ques- 
tions of public health to the end that 
human life may be conserved by the 
elimination of loathsome diseases, the 
improvement of sanitation and the dif- 
fusion of a knowledge of disease pre- 
vention. 

We favor the establishment by the 
federal government of tuberculosis san- 
itariums for needy tuberculosis pa- 
tients. 


SENATE RULES. 


We favor such an alteration of the 
rules of procedure of the senate of the 
United States which will permit the 
prompt transaction of the nation’s leg- 
islative business. 


ECONOMY AND THE BUDGET. 


We demand careful economy in all 
expenditures for the support of the 
government and to that end favor a re- 
turn by the house of representatives to 
its former practice of initiating and 
preparing all appropriation bills 
through a single committee chosen 
from its membership in order that re- 
sponsibility may be centered, expendi- 
tures standardized and made uniform 
and waste and duplication in the pub- 
lic service as much as possible avoid- 
ed. We favor this as a practicable first 
step toward a budget system. 


CIVIL SERVICE. 


We reaffirm our declaration for the 
rigid enforcement of the civil service 
laws. 


PHILIPPINE ISLANDS, 


We heartily indorse the provisions of 
the bill recently passed by the house 
of representatives further promoting 
self-government in the Philippines as 
being in fulfillment of the policy de- 
clared ‘by the democratic party in its 
last national platform, and we reiter- 
ate our indorsement of the purpose of 
ultimate independence for the Philip- 
pine islands, expressed in the preamble 
of that measure. _ : 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


We recommend the extension of the 
franchise to the women of the country 
by the states upon the same terms as to 
men. 


PROTECTION OF CITIZENS. 


We again declare the policy that the 
sacred rights of American citizenship 
must be preserved at home and abroad, 
and that no treaty with any other gov- 
ernment shall receive the sanction of 
our government that does not expressly 
recognize the absolute equality of all 
our citizens, irrespective of race, creed 
or previous nationality, and which does 
not recognize the rignt of expatriation. 

The American government should pro- 
tect American citizens in their rights not 
only at home, but abroad, and any 
country having a government should 
be held to strict accountability for any 
wrongs done them, either to person or 
property. 

At the earliest practical opportunity 
our country should strive earnestly for 
peace among the warring nations of 
Europe and seek to bring about the 
adoption of the fundamental principle 
of justice and humanity, that all men 
shall enjoy equality of right and free- 
dom from discrimination in the lands 
in which they dwell. 

PRISON REFORM. 

We demand that the modern princi- 
ples of prison reform he applied in our 
federal prison system. We favor such 
work for prisoners as shall give them 
training in remunerative occupations, 
so that they may make an honest liv- 
ing when released from prison; the 
setting apart of the net wages of the 
prisoner to be paid to his dependent 
family or to be reserved for his Own 
use upon his release; the liberal ex- 
tension of the principles of the federal 
parole law, with due regard both to 
the welfare of the prisoner and the in- 
terests of society; the adoption of a 
probation system, especially in the case 
of first offenders not convicted of se- 
rious crimes. 

PENSIONS, 

We renew the declaration of recent 
democratic platforms relating to gen- 
erous pensions for soldiers and their 
widows, and call attention to our rec- 
ord of performance in this particular. 


WATERWAYS AND FLOOD CON- 
TROL. 


We renew the declaration in our last 
two platforms relating to the develop- 
ment of our waterways. The recent 
devastation of the lower Mississippi 
valley and several other sections by 
floods accentuates the movement for 
the regulation of river flow by addi- 
tional bank and levee protection ‘be- 
low and diversion, storage and control 
of the flood waters above, and their 
utilization for beneficial purposes in 
the reclamation of arid and swamp 
lands and development of water power, 
instead of permitting the floods to con- 
tinue as heretofore agents of destruc- 
tion. 

We hold that the control of the Mis- 
sissippi river is a national problem. 
The preservation of the depth of its 
waters for purposes of navigation, the 
building of levees and works of bank 
protection to maintain the integrity 
of its channel and prevent the over- 
flow of its valleys resulting in the in- 
terruption of interstate commerce, the 
disorganization of the mail service 
and the enormous loss of life and prop- 
erty, impose an obligation which alone

“I fitmly believe the destiny of the 
submarine is to stop all future mari- 
time wars between countries,” writes 
Simon Lake, the inventor of the type 
of submarine adopted by the United 
States, as well as by many of the 
warring nations of Europe. 

“A tremendous power for destruc- 
tion, the f“ubmarine is in itself use- 
less for purposes of invasion.
